Nigerian Conflict's Outcome is Uncertain

Who won in Nigeria’’ Who 
lost’’ 
Statesmen are toting up the 
score, and the tally has little to 
do with whether the Nigerian 
fi*deral government or the Biaf- 
rans lost 
•Again, as in similar crises in 
Africa and elsewhere in the 
past, the world has witnessed an 
example ot the failure of great 
nations to break out of the age- 
encrusted prison of power poli­ 
tics 
Frobably the Russians were 
the real big winners, but in oth­ 
er capitals, leaders may be 
quietly 
congratulating 
them­ 
selves. that, all things consid­ 
ered. they did not do too badlv 
Starting in 1914 Nigeria was’a 
British colony and protectorate 


Its ptHiple did not think of them­ 
selves as Nigerians, but as Hau- 
sas. 
Ibos 
Yorubas. 
Benins 
Fdiks and members of other 
tribes having little in common 
The North's culture derived 
from ancient Moslem conquests 
and Its people were Islamic and 
.Arabic-speaking The South and 
West had been Christianized by 
mLssionaries 
Nigeria 
had 
a 
multiplicity of languages and di- 
ak*cts 
The boundaries had not been 
chosen by .Nigeria's people but 
inipos«*d by the colonial powers 
without regard for ethnic and 
cultural differences With inde­ 
pendence. Nigeria inherittHl the 
b (undanes. bt'coming the most 
populous nation in .Africa The 
British left behind a legacy of 
administrative structure and a 
nucleus for self government, so 
that theoretically Nigeria was 


prepared toi the irulepcndence 
which came Oct 1. 1980

long under colonial rule A new 
.scramble by a new sort ot l olo 
nialism already had begun in­ 
volving oppos«*d ideologie- as 
well as opposed national inter

Biafra's Defeat 
Ends Church Task

NEW YORK (AP) - A dar­ 
ing. dangerous and global reli­ 
gious operation, defying interna­ 
tional codes to feed the hungry, 
came to an abrupt halt this 
week with the fall of Biafra. 
It was the end of a strange, 
extra-legal but compassionate 
chapter in church history. 
At least 25 fliers, volunteer re­ 
cruits to the venture, lost their 
lives in the border-jumping, 
nighttime airlift. Eight planes 
were lost, shot down, bombed or 
crash-landed. But more than 
50,000 tons of food were deliv­ 
ered, keeping millions alive. 
Despite the threatening cir­ 
cumstances, “ it might well be 
the churches’ finest hour” of 
modem times, said Rocco A. 
Sacci of Catholic Relief Services 
here. 
It also was a dramatic exam­ 
ple of interfaith teamwork on an 
international scale. 
“ We knew from the start it 
was in contravention of interna­ 
tional law,” Sacci said. “ But we 
also knew that hungry children 
should not be made the pawns 
of any kind of politics, military 
strategy or bloi'kades. ” 
For more than a year. Pro­ 
testant. Roman Catholic, Ortho­ 
dox and Jewish agencies in 21 
c o u n t r ie s , acting together 
through Joint Church Aid. had 
carried on their shadowy mis­ 
sion. cutting across the air 
space of a protesting Nigeria. 
At the end. only the church al­ 
liance still was making the ris­ 
ky runs with food and medicine. 
The International Red Cross 
had quit its part in the effort 
last June when a plane was shot 
down. 
But the church-backed crews, 
operating from supply ware­ 
houses on the offshore island of 
Sao 
Tome, 
continued 
their 
flights until last Sunday night, 
when the last two planes were 
unloaded in Biafra 
After 
that, 
the 
Nigerian 
bombs and military advances 
shut down the only remaining 
landing site in the secessionist 
province—a tiny airstrip at Uli, 
always rough, often shelled, re­ 
peatedly repaired. 
Now, there was no place for 
the church flights to land 
In recent months, the reli­ 
gious combine’s 13 planes had 
been making about 25 flights 
nightly into the blockaded area, 
totalling nearly 350 tons of food 
and 
medical 
supplies 
each 
night. 
Missionary 
ground 
crews 
there had developed a technique 
by which they could unload a 
plane’s 16-ton cargo on the unlit 
airstrip in 4‘/i minutes. 
“Four to five million people 
depend on these supplies for 
survival.” Sacci said. “ As of the 
moment, they’re cut off without 
sources of food, until govern­ 
ments act to set up some sys­ 
tem to care for people. ” 
Joint Church Aid, its opera­ 
tions now at a standstill, offered 
its planes, crews and supply­ 
laden depots to the Nigerian 
government to take over the de­ 
liveries. now that it controls the 
landing sites. 
President Nixon also offered 
foodstuffs, and 
more cargo 
planes. It remained up to the 
Nigerian government to imple­ 
ment the offers. 
The extraordinary church op­ 
eration had its antecedents in 
early 1968 when German Protes­ 
tants and CathoUc agencies be­ 
gan the relief flights on a some­ 
what hit-or-miss basis, with one 
or two flights a night. 
In midsummer that year, vol­ 
unteer pilots rebelled, calling 
the missions too dangerous But 
on Aug. 13,1968, Sweden’s Count 
Gustav Von Rosen, disparging 
the risks, made a cargo-car­ 
rying flight himself, stirring 
wide support for the program. 
European churches put it on a 
professional level, with char­ 
tered DC-6 passenger planes 


converted for cargo, but they 
could carry only about 10 tons 
each 
In I>ecember, 1968, the global 
Joint Church Aid was set up, its 
.33 participating agencies repre­ 
senting the relief arms of most 
of the world’s church bodies. In 
this country it included Church 
World Service, of the National 
Council of Churches. Catholic 
Relief Services and the Ameri­ 
can Jewish Committee 
l^ate in 1968. the U.S govern­ 
ment released the first four of 
seven C-97 cargo planes to the 
churches, and the blockade-run­ 
ning flights then became a mas­ 
sive operation, the big planes 
carrying 15 to 16 tons each 
Several hundred people were 
involved, including about 35 air 
crewmen and 75 ground person­ 
nel at Sao Tome, and more than 
200 church workers inside Biaf- 
ra. 
Early last month, the uncon­ 
ventional operation became an 
issue among church leaders, 
with some World Council of 
Churches officials saying its politi­ 
cal side effects exposed the 
churches to charges of prolong­ 
ing the war. 
But Joint Church Aid, includ­ 
ing religious agencies in this 
country, 
disagreed 
declaring 
that to stop the airlift would 
“result in the death of nullions 
of innocent civilians” and “ es­ 
tablish starvation as a legiti­ 
mate weapon of war ”

hum lethargy, has settled over 
the movement for Chnstian uni­ 
ty, many church experts say 
Yet it’s still making headway, 
despite some setbaclLs 
And it’s also developing some 
maverick momentum outside 
the official channels 
That was the mixed situation 
today as Christians around the 
world were to join once again in 
a special week of “ Prayer for 
Christian Unity.” Jan. 18-25, un­ 
der sponsorship of Protestant, 
Orthodox and Roman Catholic 
organizations. 
“ Some Christians feel that the 
ecumenical 
movement 
has 
come to a stop, or gone into a 
slump or run out of steam,” ob­ 
serves the Rev. Titus Cranny, of 
the 
Graymoor 
Franciscan 
Friars, of Garrison, N.Y. 
However, both that unity- 
minded Catholic order and nu­ 
merous other church groups, 
Protestant and Catholic, cite the 
rising amount of transdenomi-

Only the ape. which has red 
corpuscles about the same size 
as man’s, offers any apparent 
hope as a source of hearts for 
transplantation into man 
Dr 
Roque Pifarre. one of the re­ 
searchers. said in an interview 
Thursday 
And the problem of rejection 
must be solved before this can 
come about 
Potentially, there are more 
persons who could benefit from 
a heart transplant than there 
are human hearts available So 
animal sources, were they f€*asi- 
ble. would be a boon. 


Dr Pifarre said the research­ 
ers had thought before the work 
began that calves would be a 
good source for hearts because 
of the ready availability and the 
variety of heart sizes available 


The experiments at Loyola, he 
said, showed that calf hearts 
cannot be used in man. 


There have been three record­ 
ed attempts to transplant ani­ 
mal hearts into man. and all 
failed The hearts of a pig. a 
sheep and a chimpanzee were 
used That of the ape functioned 
several hours before it was re­ 
jected The others did not func­ 
tion at all

(AP) - 
Three tru stees pu shed throu gh 
a motion to fire the president 
and administrative dean of Mis­ 
sou ri Western College Thu rsday 
althou gh the other fou r control­ 
ling officials oppose the dismis­ 
sal. 
Dr. Marvin 0. Looney, presi­ 
dent, and Dr. Nolen Morrison, 
dean, declined to comment aft­ 
er the board meeting. 
School was dismissed recent­ 
ly so stu dents and facu lty cou ld 
attend a Chamber of Commerce 
bu siness fair. Several teachers 
did not attend the event and 
their pay was docked for that 
day. 
Tru stees su ggested that the 
pay cu ts be restored. 
When they learned in Thu rs­ 
day’s meeting that the teachers 
had not been paid, Thomas V. 
Teare of St. Joseph. Loren 
Schneider of Gower and John 
W Newhart of Savannah voted 
to fire Looney and Morrison. 
George S. Mu rray of St. Jo­ 
seph voted against dismissal. 
Absent from the meeting were 
Mayor Dou glas E. Merrifield 
and Robert 0. Dou glas, both of 
St Joseph. William F. Enright 
of St. Joseph, walked ou t, say­ 
ing he wou ld not vote u nless all 
were present. 
Later, Merrifield, Dou glas ^nd 
Enright told 
reporter^ they 


wou ld have joined Mu rray in 
su pporting the president and 
dean. 
The school, formerly St. Jo­ 
seph Ju nior College, is in its 
first year as a fou r-year state 
college. 
Sharing in its control are a 
six-member board of tru stees, 
elected by the school district, 
and a five-member board of re­ 
gents appointed by the governor.

Leon ard F. Chapman , 
abou t hair sty les was ambig­ 
u ou s. 
Jackson qu oted Chapman ’s 
message, issu ed last Sept. 3, as 
say in g, “Comman ders will per­ 
mit the Afro - n atu ral haircu t 
prov idin g it con forms with cu r­ 
ren t Marin e Corps regu lation s 
The hair on top mu st n ot 
ex ceed three in ches in len gth. 
Lon g or con spicu ou s sidebu rn s 
are prohibited.

As a resu lt, the HEW civ il 
rights complian ce lawy er is n o 
lon ger the chief v illain to sou th­ 
ern ers.

In an overseas call from the White House, the Vice 
President received the happy news that he is now 
the third most admired American in the popularity 
polls behind President Nixon and Evangelist Billy 
Gra ha m. 
Agnew criticized the net­ 
works and some newspapers 
for their

tion 
His idea of fair com­ 
ment. It now becomes clear, 
is

newspapers which reporters 
they should send to cover 
his overseas tour.

proud that a native son made it to the vice 
presidency and should write only glowing reports 
about him 
Before his departure for the Far East. Agnew

with him. One publisher who received an Agnew call 
was the Los Angeles Times s Otis Chandler. The 
Vice President suggested that Robert Donovan, the

There is a special terror for young Army recruits 
awaiting their batteries of innoculations. They stand 
in line, naked and uneasy, while the sergeants make

The scare stories became reality last August for a 
group of Hawaiian trainees who reported to Fort 
Ord. Calif. 
One after another. 12 of the Hawaiian youths were 
injected in their scrotums with water by an Army 
medical specialist, apparently as some hideous joke 
The Army corpsman stopped only when a sergeant 
interrupted his sadism.

A—The fact that your pharmacist carries some 50 
or more cold remedies is ,i goo<l indication that no 
single drug or drug combination is very eltts tive 
Otherwise, it would crowd the others oil the market 
Antihistamines and antibiotics are often used in 
“cold cures 
but they are not rtsommended Most 
cold remedies rely on aspiiin or a simil.ir pain killer 
and a nasal divongestant 
riiese are often helpful 
but they should not be taken oftenei than everv loin 
hours 
Q—In a recent column, you said th.it 
it a 
hemorrhoid contained a clot it should he r(*moved 
What would happen if it wasn t ’ 
A—A hemorrhoid that contains a clot is very 
painful 
Removal of the clot relieves the pain 
promptly. If the clot is not removed and if you can 
stand the pain that long, the inflammation mav 
subside after two or three weeks in which case the 
hemorrhoid will remain but will not be painful Such 
a hemorrhoid may make the area harder to keep 
clean and the inflammation may Harr* up from tmn' 
to time 
Q—You recently mentioned a new drug, Sorlyte 
for canker sores Where can 1 get it ’’ 
A—For reasons unknown to me, the manufacturer 
of this drug has gone out of business Another new 
remedy, however, is available It is Gly-Oxide. and it 
requires no prescription 
Q—In a recent column you said crab lice were 
transmitted through sexual promiscuity Both my 
wife and 1 have had them but we didn't get theiii 
that way. Please comment 
A—A crab, or pubic louse, attaches itself to a 
single hair with its claws Its eggs like those of the 
head louse, are cemented to a hair or to adjacent 
clothing. When the new crab hatches it finds an 
unattached hair and assumes .squattei s rights In its 
whole life, it rarely travels more than two inches 
Although sexual contai-t is the usual means of 
transmission, it is not the only way The louse may 
move from one suit to another in a crowded gym

A tariff sy stem, the report 
adds, would tie the answer 
One of the principal aims ot 
the tariff proposal is to force 
down the price ot oil produced 
in the Fnited States and hope­ 
fully dcH-rease the price ot con­ 
sumer petroleum products 
Ideally , it would work like 
this 
Domestic oil now costs 
about $3.25 a barrel to produce, 
or about $1 25 more than a bar­ 
rel ot foreign oil 
The tariff 
would increase the cost of im­ 
porting the foreign oil That, in 
turn, 
could 
lead 
to greater 
domestic production and the 
lowering of the price of domes­ 
tic oil 
Ideally , the prices of .Ameri­ 
can and foreign oil would meet. 
Since the bulk of the oil and 
oil products used in the Fnited 
States are derived from domes­ 
tic petroleum production, the 
lowering of .American petroleum 
costs should result in a lower 
cost to the consumer for such 
things as gasoline and heating 
oil 
When the task force wrote its 
recommendations, 
the stated 
aim was to drive the price of 
.American petroleum down to 
$2.50 a barrel. However, sources 
said. Secretary of the Interior 
Walter .1 Hickel and Secretary 
ot ('ommerce Maurice Stans, 
task force chairman, fought to 
ket'p the price higher. 
At the final meeting late in 
Dtx 'ember. 
Hickel and Stans 
won over two other task force 
members. Secretary of Defense 
Melvin Laird and (ieorge A. 
Lincoln, director of the Office of 
Emergency Preparedness, these 
sources added, and the final re­ 
port will rt'commend a target 
price tor American oil of about 
$3 a barrel 
The task force listed several 
advantages in the tariff sy stem 
over the present quota sy stem, 
including: 
-The tariffs, which would al­ 
low .American companies to im­ 
port foreign oil on a first-come, 
first-served basis, would liberal­ 
ize competition by eliminating a 
sy stem where only a few com ­ 
panies are privileged.

Laird said that 
“ in his judgment and in mine, the reduced level 
of military spending will provide adequate and 
prudent defense.”

WASHINdTON - P'rightenmg news for the eight 
million users of “The Pill” is contained in testi­ 
mony that three medical men have prepared for

Their statements, submit­ 
ted to Wisconsin Senator 
Gay lord Nelson's investiga­ 
tors. warn that birth-control 
pills can cause blood clots, 
prolonged arthritis, and can­ 
cer of the breast and cervix 
Dr. Thelma Dunn of the 
National Cancer Institute, 
for instance, has developed 
evidence that Enovid in a 
daily liquid diet “ regularly 
produces cancer of the cer­ 
vix in mice” when fed over 
a “very long period. " 
Dr Roy Hertz, the former reproduction research 
chief at the famed National Institute of Child Health 
and 
Human 
Development, 
describes 
in 
his 
statement 
how 
Neonovum 
and 
Ethy nerone 
produced “breast tumors 
in animals ” 
.\s a result, both pills have been withdrawn even 
from research use Yet Hertz warned that “the 
ostrogenic component of these two mixtures is 
identical with that contained in most of the

and

progestational component is a close relative of the 
progestagens in the mixtures still widely sold. " 
The tests have filled “ informed observers with 
great apprehension and concern. " said Hertz. 
Their testimony will be delivered at hearings, 
which Senator Nelson is conducting on the side 
effects or oral contraceptives Although his office 
lefused to release advance copies of the testimony . 
thLs column was able to get them by other means.

A fourth document, disputing the others, was 
prepared by Dr. Robert W Kistner of the Harvard 
Medical School. He stated: “Only one decision 
stands: the pill is safe. It is safer than pregnancy but 
not as safe as continence. " 
Kistner said that “ for every pill-induced death in 
Britain, there are at least l.sioo cigarette-induced 
deaths 
“There is no statistically valid basis for link ing the 
pill to the various forms of cancer that occur in the 
female. " said Kistner. 
The professional evidence which the Senate 
hearings will produce, however, are weighted three 
to one against The Pill.

WASHlNCiTON (N EA ) 
T he D em ocrats are going dow nhill in their quest for a 
1972 presid ential nom inee, and prospects a re not bright for 
an e a rly re ve rsa l of this outlook . 
Since the big jolt at ('happaquid d ick last July w hich took 
Sen. E dw ard K ennedy out of the picture, the pa rty has had 
nothing at all to cheer about on the cand id ate front 
At a c om parab le tim e before the 1960 election. John F 
K ennedy had already e m erged as a strong front-runner 
for the out-of-pow er D em ocrats 
In 1962 before his re m a rria ge . New York Gov. N elson 
R ock efeller w as far ahead 
A fter that. Sen 
B arry Gold- 
w a te r quick ly took a com m and ing position for the opposi­ 
tion R epublicans 
F our y ears later, the G O P had a clear le a d e r for the 
1968 nom ination in (ieorge H om ney ,\s he began to falter. 
R ichard Nixon sw ept ahead 
W ith 2*2 y e a rs to go to the next nom ination decision, 
tod a y 's D em ocrats a re in a jum ble 
Post-C happaipiiddick . the re w as a natural surge tow ard 
Sen. P^dmund M usk ie of M aine, the 1968 vice presid ential 
nom inee. 
His reputation for cool-headed integrity , for a 
k ind of low-k ey reasonab leness, stood him in good stead 
as lead ers look ed frantic a llv about. 
But the truth in early 1970 is that there is no steam in 
the M usk ie thing. He has had som e verbal encounters on 
m a jor issues w hich have dim inished his sta tus in the ey es 
of som e political a ppra ise rs. 
Indeed, if these priva te di.scussions had occurred against 
the back drop of hard-new s cam paign events. M usk ie prob ­ 
ably would have been ripped a pa rt the w ay R om ney w as 
as he fum bled endlessly w ith the V ietnam i.ssue in thè 1966- 
68 period 
PAen as it is. M usk ie has been hurt as w ord of 
his unim pressive show ings has gone about. 
M ost of the other c a nd id a te nam es presently in the hop­ 
per a re even w eak er leftovers from 1968: Sens. Phigene 
M cC arthy and G eorge M cG overn, and the 1968 nom inee, 
H ubert H um phrey . 
M cC arthy , the em pty vessel into w hich the a ntiw a r forces 
poured so m uch only to see it all run out a fte r the c a m ­ 
paign, is thought to be still harb oring notions about another 
try . 
If the w a r is som ew hat defused w ell before 1972, it 
is hard to see w here he could find the necessary cred its. 
Inflation is hard ly his bag. 
M cG overn sim ply is positioned too far leftw ard in the 
spe c trum to a ttra c t w ide D em ocratic support. 
No serious 
politicians talk of him 
He gets into the lists as a k ind of 
throw -aw ay nam e. 
P olitical com m on sense would seem to suggest tha t the 
d efeated H um phrey , reviled by the em otional peace ty pes 
in his own pa rty last tim e, w'ould not stand a chance in 
1972. 
M ay be he will not. T he D em ocrats never have had any 
luck in m odern tim es renom inating previously b eaten nom ­ 
inees. 
But one able R epublican a naly st flatly forecast to 
this re porte r the other day that “ it will be H um phre y .’’ 
T his m an has no illusions about H um phrey ’s present 
handicaps. He needs a big win for the U.S. S enate in M in­ 
nesota this fall. G iven tha t, he m ight e m erge as a sort of 
nom inee-by -default from a generally indifferent pack of 
prospects. 
T he 1970 Senate and governorship elections a re unlik ely 
to bring forth hot new D em ocratic num b ers to stir the 
blood. 
The only sleeper at the m om ent is Sen. H arold 
H ughes of Iowa. 
Strong-voiced and bull-chested, he is the very picture of 
the national lead er who utte rs jud gm ents lik e thunderbolts. 
But he has tw o draw b ack s. He is alm ost unk now n and he 
is m ilitantly loud in the leftish vein w here even soft spe a k ­ 
ing does M cG overn in.

aging process, even if y ou don't tak e any female 
hormones. 
Q—I hav e heard that there is a test that tells 
whether a woman has started her change of life and 
whether it is complete. Is this true * 
A—A chemical test that determines the amount of 
estrogen in y our blood is an index of ovarian activity 
and, thus, of the stage of y our menopause 
Q—What wo uld cause a woman, 76, to have hot 
flushes and sweats? What can I do for them *

CHICAGO (AP» - The con­ 
tinuing strong demand for soy­ 
bean meal and oil again influ­ 
enced the buying of soybean fu­ 
tures on the Chicago Board of 
Trade Thursday. 
Wheat and oats futures closed 
on a weak tone, but corn and 
rye futures closed higher. Trade 
bordered on the dull side, ex­ 
cept for the opening and clos­ 
ing minutes. 
Soybeans have little use in 
their natural state, but crushed 
they produce a valuable edible 
oil as well as a meal prized as 
a livestock and poultry feed. 


In the current wave of incle­ 
ment weather, meal usage has 
expanded and available sup­ 
plies are tight, thus the price 
at the consumer level has risen 
At the close, wheat was U to 
cents a bushel lower. March 
1 44%; corn was V 4 to ‘2 high­ 
er. .March 1.21*/*; oats were *« 
to % lower, March 65 cents; rye 
was */4 lower to 1 cent higher. 
March 1.13*/*; and soybeans wer 
% to 1 cent higher, January 
2 50%.

Former KC 
M ayor Dies 
At Hospital 


KANSAS CITY (AP» - John 
B Gage, mayor of Kan.sa.s City 
for three terms in the turbulent 
days following the smashing of 
the Pendergast Democratic ma­ 
chine. died today. 
Gage. 82. died of injuries re- 
ceiveiJ De(\ 11 when he was 
struck by a truck near his down­ 
town law office 
Under Gage's leadership a 
near bankrupt city, lawless and 
machine-rule ridden in the 1930s 
made a comeback that attracted 
as much national attention over 
the next decade as had the 
gang slaying.s. unrestrained red 
light districts and general de­ 
cadence of the preceding 10 
years 
Gage was active until the 
accident, appearing at his law 
office r^ularly 
His father. John C Gage had 
been a lawyer in Kan.sas City 
from 1859 until his death in 
1915. A union Democrat, he was 
city attorney during the Civil 
War period. The joint legal ca­ 
reers of father and son covered 
a span of 110 years 
Gage was first elected mayor 
in 1940 after leading a cleanup 
campaign that saw Tom Pender­ 
gast. a powerful Democratic 
leader whose word had been 
law in Kansas City through the 
1930s. ousted from control of the 
city and sent to prison for fed­ 
eral income tax violations. 
The Pendergast era was one 
in which the machine controlled 
every department of the city, 
including the police Gambling 
and prostitution, illegal, were 
open and undisturbed so long 
as the operators “ saw” the 
right person at the proper 
times. A group of civic leaders 
had formed a citizen’s com­ 
mittee.' enlisted the aid of the 
federal authorities and pressed 
for reforms that led to over­ 
turn of Boss Pendergast and his 
machine. 
The attack started in 19.36 
with a campaign to expose 
fraudulent voting in machine 
wards. Gage was the choice of 
the group for mayor in 1940. 
In addition to his careers in 
law and politics. Gage was a 
nationally prominent c a t t l e 
breeder. His large estate near 
Lawrence. Kan., was a show 
place. 
For many years Gage taught 
classes 
at the Kansas City 
School of Law and many prom­ 
inent attorneys got their start 
in his law office. 
One of his office boys. Charles 
E. Whittaker, became a justice 
of the U. S. Supreme Court.
